Roger Tichborne could talk French with true 
Parisian accent, whereas the false claimant, 
Arthur Orton, could not speak or understand 
that language. Then was the fraud apparent. 
He looked and acted like Tichborne, and even 
had acquired some knowledge of his family his- 
tory, which he related to credulous auditors, who 
therefrom believed in his identity. 

But the rest of mentality was conclusive and 
во itis in the maltifarious business transactions 
and correspondents of life. We. recognize the 
letter of our absent friends by the evidence of 
their mentality and their memory of mutal 
secrets.

Why, then, should nature’s laws во persistently 
falsity to honest inquiry by asserting a spirit 
origin to a force that 18 only inherent in matter, 
and is evolved from the chemical combination of 
the elements of the buman organism? 

If the so-called spirit phenomena are not from 
the spirit world, why is it that when the intelli- 
gent force is asked by the investigator, “What 
are you, and from whence do you come?" thatit 
does not point to the crucible, tho microscope, 
the spectroscope, or the elembic and say search 
for me there and in time you will find me? Bot 
no, if it belongs to this earth and life alone, then 
with the tongue of Ananias or Sapphira it per- 
sists in repeating the falsehood, “I am a decar- 
nate spirit." 

No candid inquirer who will honestly and 
patiently investigate the phenomena within easy 
reach of his observation will fail to discover evi- 
dence of the operation of an invisible, intelli- 
gent force. What it is, or by what certain and 
fixed laws it is governed is yet a mystery. It is 
easy for jugglers and showmen to perform feeble 
imitations of its wonders, but it is im ible for 
them to prodace its actual results. No magician 
ever lived who could by his art alone write an in- 
telligent sentence on the inner surface of two 
slates riveted or locked and sealed together. He 
might as well try to raise the dead or compel the 
winds and the sea to obey him. 

We are too apt to judge of the might of natural 
laws by the magnitude of their visible effects, or 
the phenomena pis produce, and to think it is 
easier to abrogate these laws when operating on 
minute particles or organisms than when acting 
upon large masses of matter or gigantic physical 
bodies. We forget that it Іа the same law that 
causes the fall of a snowflake and the destructive 
effect of an avalanche.
